A STUDENT was left para¬ 
lysed from the neck down 
following an unprovoked 
street attack, a court heard. 

Oliver Hemsley, 21, who was 
tipped as a star fashion designer 
of the future, was stabbed after 
being set upon by youths and left 
slumped on the ground with 
blood pouring from his wounds. 

The former Cambridge student suff¬ 
ered a punctured lung, heart and neck 
following the attack, which caused mass¬ 
ive damage to his spinal column. His 16- 
year-old attacker - who has an “ext¬ 
remely low” IQ of just 56 - appeared in 
court on Tuesday after pleading guilty to 
causing grievous bodily harm with 
intent. 

Outside the Inner London Crown 
Court, the victim’s 26-year-old brother 
Will, who lives in Sutton, paid tribute to 
Oliver. 

“He is the most amazing kid. He is an 
inspiration to us,” he said. “He has lost so 
much control and he has to have people 
helping him with the most basic of tasks. 

“But he doesn’t sit there and say ‘Why 
me?’ He says ‘What have I got to do to go 
to the next level?’ 

“He has worked hard to recover and 
has now developed a small amount of 
movement in his arms, which, with the 
level of injury he has got, he should not 
be able to do.” 

The incident occurred in central 
London last August. Oliver, known as Oli 
by family and friends, was attacked from 
behind. He was flown to hospital by air 
ambulance, and received more than 20 
litres of blood in a long battle to save his 
life, during which he fell into a coma.

MOTORISTS speeding 
through a quiet village are 
putting people’s lives at 
risk. 

That’s the message from con¬ 
cerned councillor Bill Hunt, who 
is urging highways chiefs to 
tackle the issue of cars speeding 
through Wilburton. 

The Cambridgeshire county 
councillor, who represents the 
village, says residents are “fed 
up” with drivers ignoring the 
30mph signs along the A1123 
through the village and fears it 
is “only a matter of time” before 
a serious tragedy occurs. 

His call for action comes after 
the latest accident on the road 
on Sunday which saw a car swer¬ 
ve off the road and into a hedge. 

Cllr Hunt, who also represents 
the Stretham ward on East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “People in Wilburton 
are fed up with speeding drivers, 
many of whom travel with an 
absolute disregard for the speed 
limit and the safety of other 
road users. 

“I am told that it is a miracle 
that nobody was injured or 
killed in the accident on Sunday 
night, which clearly shows 
something does need to be done 


to slow people down. 

“I am asking highways bosses 
to meet me and explain what can 
be done to cut traffic speeds 
through Wilburton. 

“People’s lives are certainly at 
risk and if that is not enough to 
bring in changes then I do not 
know what is.” 

Matt Bradney, county council 
cabinet member for highways, 
said: “I know this road very well 
and I am as concerned as Bill to 
hear about motorists ignoring 


speed limits in and between 
villages which are on a very 
busy road. 

“I will make sure our traffic, 
road safety and police colleagues 
are aware of Bill’s concerns and 
see if a meeting can be set up to 
see what the best way forward is. 

“There is already a county¬ 
wide review of speed limits and 
this road will certainly be done 
under this. 

“But motorists must play their 
part and drive considerately”

Keep the lorries out of our villages 


Sir, With respect to Cllr Bill 
Hunt’s letter (Traffic chaos on 
way without new bypass - 
Weekly News, March 5). 

The points were well made 
and all very pertinent. 

However, at this moment in 
time the Ely railway crossing 
provides the only bottleneck 
on the shortest route for 
lorries from Huntingdon via 
the All23, B1381 and A142 
to Newmarket - the East 
Coast rat run. 

If it is removed, as East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) proposes, 
with a bypass, the number of 
lorries will increase massively 
and travel at a greater speed. 
Add to this the A14 upgrade, 
during which the expected 
journey time for that portion of 
the A14 is said to be two 
hours! Are lorry drivers really 
going to sit there? 

So before embarking on your 
bypass plans, consider the 
following: 


■ Sutton already suffers from 
in excess of 300 HGVs a day, 
according to a 
Cambridgeshire Council 
Council (CCC) survey in 2007. 
To add the A14 traffic to this 
could see over 1,000 HGVs 
per day through Sutton, and 
other fen villages, on our 
totally unsuitable fen roads. 

If it is over a 24-hour period 
then the quality of life will 
become totally unbearable, 
with the destruction of our 
rural life a certainty. The 
safety risk to all parishioners, 
especially our children and 
the elderly, is unacceptable. 

■ Sutton High Street has a 
pavement on only one side 
along half its length. We have 
no zebra crossings, children 
are picked up and dropped off 
by official school buses daily 
on this stretch of road. It can 
only be a matter of time 
before a fatal accident occurs. 
Who will carry that on their 
conscience? 


■ Is it not time for ECDC and 
CCC to formulate a full East 
Cambridgeshire integrated 
HGV transport routing 
strategy that will take account 
of the very serious concerns 
of the people they are elected 
to represent? It is no good 
doing piecemeal fixes such as 
the proposed Ely bypass - 
they only cause a problem 
elsewhere. 

■ Sutton Parish Council, 
together with many other 
parish councils, is working 
hard to get a satisfactory 
resolution to this HGV issue. 
To date, letters have been 
sent to many organisations. 

So far a marked degree of 
disinterest has been shown. 
So come on ECDC, back up 
your parishes; think of all your 
electorate; protect our, and 
your, environment; come up 
with a plan together with CCC 
that will protect our 
communities, which is a 
stated aim of your East 


Cambridgeshire Sustainable 
Community Strategy 2008- 
2011 . 

As for creating jobs, surely a 
proper transport network is 
one of the first steps. If you 
are lost as to where to start, 
may I suggest trying traffic 
routing orders that direct the 
HGVs onto the A141 and 
A142, both of which will take 
lorries out of all our villages at 
a minimal cost. This would 
also assist our police force 
and other emergency services 
to reduce the enormous costs 
of accidents. 

Add to this your own 
enormous cost of fen road 
repairs. Surely a resolution is 
in everyone’s best interest, 
then perhaps the bypass will 
be beneficial to the whole 
community.

I and my friends have 
never said that the trust is 
intending to flood all of the 
thousands of acres in 
question. We have said 
that it wants to buy up and 
flood or “junglefy” some of 
the finest food-growing 
Cambridgeshire fenland 
and the evidence for that 
is visible or available to 
any who pay attention. Mr 
Champion needs to pay 
attention to what his 
colleagues are doing, 
planning and publishing. 

I was at a meeting at 
Wicken Fen on the 
February 26. There, it was 
revealed to me and to 
fellow parish councillors 
that a new “mere” has 
been created at Tubney 
Fen, an invented name for 
parts of Reach and 


Swaffham Fens. 

It was also revealed that a 
further area of Burwell Fen 
is to be “re-wetted” with 
an underground “bund”, 
hopefully to prevent the 
floodwater spreading. 

The latter brings the 
flooded areas nearer to the 
village of Burwell and it will 
bring more insects with it. 
The trust already boasts 
1,800 different species of 
flies at Wicken Fen and I 
am sure that the residents 
of Burwell look forward to 
the arrival of this lot on 
their doorsteps or into 
their gardens and 
windows. 

And much of the rest of 
Tubney Fen is already 
junglefied with ragwort 
and thistles. 

Further, the trust wants to 
build a monstrous new 
bridge over Reach Lode 
and appears to have 
based its case upon the 
bizarre assumption that 
visitors to Anglesey Abbey 
are likely to desire to push 


on to Wicken Fen on foot, 
by bicycle, or on 
horseback. 

The new bridge, as I 
understand it, is intended 
to respond to the assumed 
desire by helping to 
facilitate a “through- 
route”. 

Presumably, if some 
visitors to, say, Wimpole 
Hall, were to express a 
similar desire to make their 
way via a “through-route” 
to both Anglesey Abbey 
and Wicken Fen, the trust 
would be bothering all of 
the communities on that 
“through-route” to meet 
that desire.

THOUGHTLESS thieves 
and vandals left children 
devastated after they 
ruined a wildlife activity 
day 

More than 15 youngsters and 
their parents were set to enjoy 
the Ely Wildlife Watch event on 
Saturday 

The nature-friendly group, 
part of the Wildlife Trust, was 
planning a small mammal 
search in the city’s Pocket Park. 

Volunteers had set up six 
humane traps in the area, 
aimed at catching creatures 
such as field mice and shrews. 

The plan was for children to 
then observe what had been 
caught, make a record and then 
release them back into the wild. 

But just before the activity 
was set to begin, group mem¬ 
bers and families turned up to 
find that all the traps had either 
been purposely broken or 
stolen. 

Clive Baker, leader of Ely 
Wildlife Watch, described the 
damage as a “real blow” for 
what would have been a fun- 
filled, free family event. 

He said: “This is a massive 
disappointment for the child¬ 
ren and adults we had turn up 
for the event, hoping to learn 
about Ely’s wildlife. 

“We had set six humane traps 
in the park because last year’s 
similar event was very popular 
with local children. 

“The traps would have en¬ 
abled us to catch small mam¬ 
mals which the children could 
have then looked at, recorded, 
learnt about and then released. 

“But when we checked them 


at the start of the meeting on 
Saturday, all the traps had been 
vandalised or stolen. 

“It is a real blow to the vol¬ 
unteers who had worked so 
hard to plan the day which 
would have been fun for every¬ 
one, and, of course, free of 
charge.” 

One mum, who did not want 
to be named, took her daughter 
along to the event and could not 
believe what the vandals had 
done. 

She said: “It is devastating to 
think that children were look¬ 
ing forward to seeing what sort 
of animals were around them 


only for thoughtless people to 
have ruined it. 

“I was also looking forward to 
seeing what we could find and 
just ask myself why someone 
would go to the effort of break¬ 
ing or stealing the traps.” 

The group, which holds reg¬ 
ular wildlife activities across 
the city, has vowed to put the 
incident behind it and will hold 
another event next month. 

A wildlife art activity will be 
held at Pocket Park on Saturday, 
April 11.

A RECOVERING drug 
addict threatened to 
bomb his local Indian 
restaurant after being 
refused a drink, a 
court heard. 

Lee Wiseman, of Friars 
Place, Littleport, also grab¬ 
bed the restaurant’s man¬ 
ager around the throat and 
told a waiter he was going 
to stab him. 

The 25 year old launched 
the unprovoked attack in 
The Crown, in Main Street, 
after a night of heavy 
drinking on September 25. 

Sally Rose, prosecuting, 
said: “Mr Wiseman kicked 
the restaurant’s door open 
and approached a waiter 
before head-butting him in 
the cheek and telling him 
he was going to stab him. 

“He then left the prem¬ 
ises but came back in, 
demanding a double vodka 
from the restaurant’s man¬ 
ager, but he refused to serve 
him and told him to get out. 

“Mr Wiseman became 
even more aggressive and 
told the manager he was 
going to bomb the place to 
burn it down and then stab 
him.” 

“The manager pushed 
him away and told him to 
leave but Mr Wiseman 
grabbed him around the 
throat with two hands. 

“He applied a lot of 
pressure, then let go and 
left” 

The ordeal, which both 
the manager and the waiter 
described as petrifying, 
lasted about 15 minutes. 

At Ely Magistrates’ Court 
Wiseman, a former amphet¬ 
amine addict, pleaded 
guilty to assaulting the two 
men by beating them. 

The court also heard 


about three other assaults 
in separate incidents that 
month. 

The day after the Indian 
restaurant incident, Wise¬ 
man threatened to pull out 
a teenager’s eyes and eat 
them in front of him. 

He also told the victim he 
was going to treat him like 
a hamster in a cage after 
launching an attack on two 
15-year-old boys in Little- 
port. 

The father of two turned 
on the youths as they 
walked along Globe Lane 
with their girlfriends in the 
evening on September 26. 

Wiseman pleaded guilty 
to common assault and 
assault by beating back in 
September, as well as using 
threatening behaviour 
towards a shopkeeper on 
the same evening. 

The bench also heard 
how Wiseman assaulted his 
girlfriend, who at the time 
was heavily pregnant, and 
spat in her face. 

Christina Metcalfe, miti¬ 
gating, said all the cases 
before the bench, apart 
from the domestic violence 
incident, were a result of 
his “seriously poor mental 
health”. 

Kathy Bradney, presiding 
magistrate, ordered Wise¬ 
man to be put on a 24- 
month community order 
with constant supervision. 

He was not ordered to 
pay compensation to any of 
the victims, or court costs, 
because of his lack of 
money

LITTLEPORT residents 
are celebrating the mir¬ 
aculous return of their 
village show mascot.

Officers were then led to a 
house where they found the 
stolen equipment, as well as 
George the Dragon. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“The mascot was found when 
officers went round the boy’s 
house to arrest him. 


“A 17-year-old boy from 
Littleport has been given a 
final warning in connection 
with this incident.” 

The news has “delighted” 
members of the show comm¬ 
ittee which is already in full 
swing for this year’s event on 
Saturday, July 25.

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Teen charged over cannabis find 


POLICE discovered more 
than 300 cannabis plants 
after swooping on a house 
in Aldreth. 

Officers acting on 
intelligence raided the large 
new-build property on High 
Street just after 11 am last 
Wednesday. 

Three rooms inside had 
been converted for 
growing cannabis plants, 
which police said had an 
estimated value of 
£ 100 , 000 . 

A 16-year-old youth was 
arrested at the scene and 
has been charged with 
producing a controlled 
Class B drug. 

Nearby residents were 
shocked as police cars 
swarmed into the “sleepy” 
hamlet. 

One neighbour, who did 
not want to be named, 
said: “Nothing like this ever 
happens here - it’s a quiet, 
sleepy place where 
everyone knows everyone. 
“I can’t believe what was 
inside the house and 



goodness knows how the 
police found out about it 
all. I think everyone is just 
shocked.” 

Another High Street 
resident said: “All I saw 
was police cars zooming to 
the house -1 didn’t realise 
what had happened. 

“It is rare to hear sirens 
coming into Aldreth as no 
crime really ever goes on.” 

The raid comes less than a 
week after police seized 


more than £500,000 worth 
of cannabis after swooping 
on two homes near the 
village. The raids, in 
Waterside, Ely, and Victoria 
Street, Littleport, saw the 
biggest seizure of cannabis 
plants in Cambridgeshire, 
with a total of 1,000 plants 
recovered from the 
properties. 

Anyone who suspects that 
a house is being used for 
drug production should call

nature reserve at Hurst Lane, 
Little Downham. 

While a second response car 
and an ambulance were called, 
a helpful landowner pulled the 
stuck car free. 

The four paramedics found 
that heavy soil and rutted, 
waterlogged tracks made the 
area impassable, so continued 
the search on foot. 

With a cold night drawing in 
and no sign of the casualty, 
they decided to call in police air 
support. 

Using thermal imaging 
equipment, police found the 
man on farmland - around a 
mile from the location orig¬ 
inally reported. 

The helicopter directed its 
searchlight onto the man’s 
location to direct police and 
paramedics. But then two 
police cars also became stuck in 
the mud. 

Another helpful landowner 
pulled them free. He took the 
police and paramedics to the 
man in his Landrover, before 
bringing them back to a 
waiting ambulance. 

The man, in his 40s, was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s in 
Cambridge two hours after the 
initial call was received.

Attlesey then stood back and 
walked away 

The magistrates heard Mr 
Daniels suffered a bleeding nose, 
black eye and extensive bruising 
to his jaw from the assault. 

Attlesey told probation off¬ 
icers he had an “alcohol prob¬ 
lem” and could not remember 
anything about the incident. 


Not represented in court, he 
said: “I was drunk and cannot 
remember a thing.” 

Presiding magistrate Bryant 
Watson said Attlesey needed to 
address his alcohol problem. 

He said: “This is an extremely 
harsh thing to do to someone 
who had done nothing to you. 

“All of it is a result of drink 
and you need to address your 
alcohol problem before things 
get even worse than they already 
are.” 

Attlesey was placed on a 
curfew from 7.30pm to 6am every 
day for the next six months and 
given an electronic tag. 

He was also ordered to pay £75 
compensation for Mr Daniels’ 
injuries as well as £60 court 
costs.

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EU work time rule 
will ‘endanger lives’

EUROPEAN Union plans to limit 
employee working hours will hit 
retained firefighters and put lives 
at risk, an MP has warned. 

Jim Paice, MP for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, has hit out at a decision by 
the European Parliament to block Brit¬ 
ain’s opt-out on EU rules on working 
hours. 

He believes the rules ensuring emp¬ 
loyees work no more than 48 hours a 
week will have a devastating impact on 
retained firefighters, who double up their 
fire work with other jobs. 

With “on-call” time - both active and 
inactive - counted as working time, Mr 
Paice believes it will become impossible 
for firefighters to supplement their 
primary occupation in paid service to 
their communities. 

He says the new rules will lead to cuts 
in Cambridgeshire’s fire services and put 
lives at risk, particularly in rural areas 
that depend on the retained fire service. 

Mr Paice said: “Scrapping the opt-out 
is bad for public health and safety 
because it threatens to curtail the 
valuable service volunteer firefighters 
provide to Ely, Soham, Burwell, Swaff- 
ham Bulbeck, and many other commun¬ 
ities around the country 

“It is also bad for the British economy 
because it will have a serious effect on the 
flexibility of our labour market and the 
competitiveness of British business.” 

Cambridgeshire chief fire officer 
Graham Stagg has also hit out at the new 
rules, which are set to be rubber-stamped 
by the European Commission.
